The 
lark and the cuckoo sing overhead, while the frogs croak 
and the ducks quack onthe placid water. The miller ap- 
pears and starts the mill to see if all is running smoothly. 
He stops to oil the wheel, then turns on the stream again. 
The rushing of the water over the wheel and the click of the 
ponderous wooden machinery can be heard. The grist being 
ground, the mill gradually slows down and stops.

On August 31, 1905, at the age of 54, this 
famous artist, the greatest tenor of his time, died 
at Varese, Italy.

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SOPRANO SOLOS

As we are publishing for the first time a 
portrait of this gifted Russian soprano, who is 
one of the most popular singers on the Victor 
list, a short sketch of her career will doubtless 
be interesting. 

Marie Alexandrowna Michailowa was born in 
Little Russia, in the south of the Empire, and 
made her first appearance in Charkow when 
quite a young girl. She then came to St. Peters- 
burg for further study, where her unusually 
beautifu! voice quickly attracted the attention 
of the critics. At the close of her Conservatory 
studies, she was engaged at the Imperial Opera 
House (Theatre Imperial de St. Petersbourg), 
soon becoming the chief pfima donna, a position 
which she has now held nearly fifteen years. 
Her voice is an unusually beautiful and sympa- 
thetic one and of a velvety softness. 

During 1907 it was rumored that the irrepressible impressario, Mr. 
Hammerstein, was trying to rob Russia of its most beloved prima donna; 
but it is not likely that the Russians would permit her to come to America, 
so idolized is she by the people. However, the Victor has been more 
fortunate than Mr. Hammerstein, as it has brought her voice from Russia 
in the shape of fourteen beautiful records of some of her best numbers. 
The first of these were brought out in 1902 at a price of $2.50, but shortly 
afterward, by a special arrangement, the Victor was enabled to offer a 
new series at one dollar, and they have been among et most successful 
records in the catalogue.

Manrico, whose success in arms had been crowned by 
Leonora, Queen of the Tournament, aspires to the hand of ‘this noble 
beauty. Di Luna, who loves her also, is naturally incensed at being 
rejected in favor of an adventurer, and endeavors with all his power to 
destroy Manrico, finally casting him into prison. Leonora, to purchase 
her lover’s freedom, promises to be the wife of the Count, who is overjoyed 
and consents to release Manrico.

The Victor Company takes pleasure in announcing Leoncavallo’s famous 
two-act musical drama, recorded especially for the Victor under the per- 
sonal direction of the composer. Every record in the series (with the 
exception of Albani’s Vesti la giuhba) was made in the presence of Signor 
Leoncavallo, and the music conducted by him, a feature which should 
make this collection ever valuable and unique. Any question arising in 
future concerning the composer’s intentions in regard to the opera may be 
decided by reference to this performance as he himself conducted it. This 
advantage would have been priceless with regard to many well-known 
operas of the past, as it would have settled many controversies. But now, 
by means of the Victor, the composer’s ideas may be imperishably recorded. 

The artists selected by Signor Leoncavallo to interpret his great work 
are well known and most competent ones. Mme. Huguet, one of Italy’s 
most beloved prima donne, has a voice of ample range and power, and 
sings the music of Nedda most beautifully. Cigada’s Tonio is a remark- 
able performance, the richness and beauty of his voice being especially 
noticeable in the Prologue and the duet with Nedda. As Canio a choice 
of tenors is offered, the more delicate voice of Barbaini being contrasted 
with the splendid fire and intensity of Paoli’s singing. Badini as Silvio is 
fully adequate, while the smaller parts are well filled. Nothing need be 
said about the orchestra and chorus of La Scala, as their reputation is 
world wide. 

Leoncavallo’s beautiful opera is admirably suited for reproduction on 
the Victor, and while listening to the singing of the artists who have ren- 
dered these dramatic scenes, no great imagination is required to picture 
the various situations.
